Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant explained the general scope of the invention, as well as a 
detailed explanation of its use in implant dentistry. Applicant remarked that both the Hagenbuch and Kim references 
were directed to dental pins for root canal therapy and not for implant dentistry. However, Examiner asserted that both 
references were primarily relied upon to teach the specific steps (a-d) of claim 1, and that the structural limitations 
defined by Applicant in the preamble were overly broad to distinguish them from other implants and abutments. 
Furthermore, Examiner noted that the devices as shown in Hagenbuch and Kim are indeed implanted in the human 
body and exhibit such a structure as to make them capable of acting as an abutment. Examiner suggested to 
Applicant the possibility of adding additional limitations to claim 1 so as to further define the structure of the dental 
implant and abutment, and more specifically, the steps of using said implant and how the abutment interacts with it. 
Such a limitation would give more patentable weight to the abutment system disclosed by Applicant in Figure 4 of the 
present invention. Lastly, it was discussed that the deletion of the word M alternatively ,, from claim 5 would appear 
sufficient to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 112 second paragraph rejection. 
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
